New Measure Makes It a Misdemeanor 


to Acquire a Monopoly or Promote 
Trusts. 


A sweeping program of changes in 
Ihe corporation laws of New Jersey 
Was announced by Governor Wilson in 
Trenton. 


Not 
only 
would it be a misde­ 
meanor, under the proposed law, to 
acquire a monopoly or interfere with 
freedom of competition, but jail sen* 
tences are contemplated for those who 
promote or organize trusts. 


To effect these changes, seven volu­ 
minous bills have 
been drafted by 
Governor Wilson, Chancellor Walker 
and Judge Van Syckel. 


The first of these bills provides for 
a punishment not exceeding three 
years* imprisonment and $1000 fine for 
any corporation, firms or individuals 
who may agree to any of the follow­ 
ing: 


To limit production 
or increased 
prices. 


To prevent competition in manufac­ 
turing, 
transporting or selling any 
commodity. 


To fix any standard or figure where­ 
by prices to the public shall in any 
manner be controlled. 


To make any agreement which shall 
directly or indirectly preclude a free 
and unrestricted competition amon 
themselves or any purchasers , or con­ 
sumers. 


To make any secret oral agreement 
whereby the 
same thing is accom­ 
plished. 


The other bills rule that corpora­ 
tions shall not issue stock upon ficti­ 
tious values of property, but must 
make “a fair bona fide valuation;* 
provide punishment by fine and impris­ 
onment for those who organize a cor­ 
poration in restraint of trade; prohibit 
holding companies; and j>revent merg­ 
ed companies from acquiring stock of 
other corporations. 


It also is provided that the consent 
of the public utilities commission must 
be obtained when two or more cor* 
porations desire to merge, and there ie 
a prohibition against 
improper dis­ 
crimination by corporations in prices 
of commodities in different communi­ 
ties. 


Governor W ilsons bills were intro­ 
duced by Senator J. W arren Davis, ol 
Salem, majority leader of the senate. 


The revenue derived by the statr 
from these corporations annually is ap 
proximately $2,000,000, 


If the bills introduced disturb this 
income in any way there is sure to be 
considerable opposition to them, as the 
amount thus derived would have to 
come 
from 
some other source, and 
there is none in sight just now save 
the taxpayer, who is already protest­ 
ing against his burdens. 


The trust evil in New Jersey will be 
attacked in the legislature also by 
Senator Carlton B. Pierce, of Union 
county, a Republican. Senator Pierce 
will" introduce a bill making the fed 
•ral Sherman anti-trust law applicable 
to New Jersey.

French Premier is Elected by 
National Assembly. 


TWO 
BALLOTS 
NECESSARY 


Wow President Challenged Ex-Premier 


Clemenceau to Duel Because of Al­ 
leged Insult. 


Premier 
Raymond 
Poincare 
was 
•locted president of the French repub­ 
lic by the national assembly at Ver­ 
sailles, after he had threatened to 
flight a duel with Georges Clemenceau, 
a noted political leader. 


The premier went so far as to ap­ 
point Aristide Briand, minister of Jub 
tice, and L. L. Kloti, the minister of 
finance, as his seconds to arrange a 
duel. 


The incident between Poincare and 
Clemenceau arose out of a letter sent 
by the former premier to M. Poincare, 
the contents of which were considered 
offensive by M. Poincare. The premier 
promptly sent his two seconds to ask 
for an explanation. 


During the proceedings of the na­ 
tional assembly M. Clemenceau made 
a satisfactory explanation to M. Briand 
and M. Kiotz relative to the letter. 
The incident is therefore considered 
closed. 


Deputy A. de Monaie and Paul Bon 
cour, former minister of labor, also 
quarreled in the corridors of the pal 
ace of Versailles, as a result of which 
M. Monzie sent his seconds to M. Bon- 
cour. 


The national assembly met to choose 
a 
successor 
to 
Armand 
Fallieres, 
whose term expires Feb. 18. 


Poincare was chosen on the second 
ballot, amid scenes of the wildest con­ 
fusion. 


Premier Poincare led Jules Pams, 
his principal opponent, by more than 
100 votes on the first ballot and wa 
within six votes of the necessary ab 
solute majority for election. 
The de­ 
tails of the ballot follow: 


Kaymond Poincare, 429; Jules Pams, 
327; Marie Edouard Vaillant, 63; Paul 
Deschanel, 18; Felix Ribet, 16; Leon

Titanic Survivors Ask $10,000,000. 
Fifty lawyers who hope to obtain for 
their clients more than $10,000,000 in 
damages for loss of life and property 
on the steamship Titanic were arrayed 
against attorneys for the White Star 
line in the United States district court 
In New York at the expiration of the 
time limit set by the court for bringing 
suits. 
The 
limit was extended to 
Feb. 1. 


The White Star line contends that 
its entire liability is limited under the 
United States statutes to less than 
$100,000—the 
value 
of 
recovered 
wreckage and passage money. 


American claimants allege that the 
line cannot claim this limitation be­ 
cause it was itself responsible for the 
loss of life by reason of personal negli­ 
gence. 
If their assertion in this re­ 
spect is sustained, the claimants will 
recover full damages. 


But even if this claim is not upheld, 
the contention of A. L. Brougham, rep­ 
resenting two hundred claimants, is 
that the White Star line’s liability can. 
bo limited only by the provisions of 
the British law, which would compel 
the company to pay total damages of 
about $3,000,000. 


Mr. Brougham has instituted an ap­ 
peal in the court of appeals, where he 
hopes to determine fully the rights of 
the death claimants to bring suit for 
full damages. 
Because of this appeal 
the lower court granted the postpone­ 
ment. 


Wife Dies Teasing Husband. 


To tease her husband, Mrs. Alphonse 
Victorine* of Amesbury, Mass., con­ 
cealed herself in a trunk as she heard 
him enter t h e houBe last Tuesday. 


As the cover dropped over her the 
bolt of the old-fashioned lock slipped 
into^its place. In a few hours she was 
dead from suffocation. 


This is the theory of the medical 
examiner, Dr. F. C. Hurd, who per­ 
formed an autopsy after a three days' 
search by the police had revealed the 
hiding place of the unfortunate we* 
man. 


Has EIM to Pension Mothers. 


State Senator John O. Sheatz, 
of 
Philadelphia, will introduce a bill in 
the legislature at Harrisburg on Mon­ 
day, providing monthly payments to 
indigent, widowed or abandoned moth­ 
ers for the partial support of their chil­ 
dren in their own homes. 


The measure Is made applicable to 
cities of the first, second and third 
class throughout Pennsylvania. It pro 
poses a state appropriation for the 
maintenance of such children, the cit 
ies benefiting to contribute an amount 
equal to the allotment by the state. 


The payments for the maintenance 
of 
such 
indigent children at their 
homes would be made direct to their 
mothers by the state treasurer on war­ 
rants drawn by the auditor general. 
The allotments for the support of each 
child and other provisions are referred 
to as follows In the bill: 


"The trustees shall In no case re 
commend payment to any widow or 
abandoned mother until they are thor­ 
oughly satisfied that the recipient is 
worthy in every way, and that in or­ 
der to keep her children in her own 
home a monthly payment is necessary, 
but then only upon satisfactory reporta 
from a teacher of the district school, 
stating that the child or children of 
the recipient of this fund are attend 
lag school; provided they are of prop 
or age and physically able to do $o. 
The combined total maximum payment 
shall not exceed $12 per month for one 
child, $20 per month for two children, 
$26 per month for three children, and 
$6 per month for each additional child 
These payments to continue at the 
will of the trustees, but not beyond 
the time that the law will permit a 
child to secure employment." 


Steel Wages Go Up. 


Employes of the United States Steel 
corporation will receive increases in 
wages aggregating $1,000,000 a month, 
beginning Feb. 1, according to the an­ 
nouncement made in Pittsburgh, Pa., 
by Judge Elbert H. Gary, chairman ot 
the board of directors. 


The increases will go to the workers 
earning the lowest wages, and a con­ 
servative figure estimates those to be 
affected at 250,000. 


Lynched After Trial.

GRAVITY FOR FUEL FEEDER 


Coal Slides Down Pipe Into Dsck of 
Stove or Body of Furnace— Saves 
Much Hard Labor, 


The labor of coaling the furnace or 
stove has been simplified by the inven­ 
tion of a North Dakota man.

vention is known as the gravity fuel 
feeder and the coal merely flows into 
the stove as a valve is opened.

SCHOOL FOR THE SOLDIERS 


German Empire Establishes Courses 
That Young Men May Become 
Skilled in Some Occupation. 


In keeping with the German govern­ 
ment’s idea of making tho empire one 
vast training scliooi for the develop­ 
ment of the best there is in the youth 
of the country for national commer­ 
cial success regular business 
school 
courses are now being organized in 
the German army, so that tho recruit 
during his term of military service 
will be fitting himself for the business 
life he will have to enter on quitting 
the colors, says the Army and Navy 
Journal. 


The hundreds of thousands of chil­ 
dren are not permitted to pass through 
the public schools and to drift through 
life as unskilled laborers. 
Each one, 
as far as tho government can order it 
so, is turned out skilled in some occu­ 
pation. 


One of the most powerfully educa­ 
tive forces in the empiro is the con­ 
tinuation p^hool originally intended 
to maintain somo kind of discipline 
over youths from fourteen to eighteen 
years of age prior to their enlistment 
in the army. Of late years these con­ 
tinuation schools have been changed 
into vocational schools. 


Twice every year great, flaming 
posters call the youth of the land to 
obligatory attendance at the trade and 
commercial schools. 
These posters I 
enumerate more than 100 trades or vo­ 
cations and each youth is summoned : 
to appear at the school devoted to his . 
particular 
callings 
Connected with 
theso schools have naturally grown 
up actual workshops, where the pupils 
handle real machinery and make com­ 
mercial articles. 


No one who observes the # almost 
military precision with which all this 
vast system is carried along to tlia ad­ 
vancement of the commercial success 
of the nation can. fail to associate it 
with the impression made upon the 
popular mind by service in the army, 
and the student of sociology will not 
fail to make a note of the fact that 
this great method of training of the 
youth of a country has had its origin 
in the land which so many shallow 
thinkers have said was cursed by a 
militarism that was “crushing 
the 
life out of the industrial forces of the 
country and undermining the charac­ 
ter of the youth of the land.

Making Chocolate Creams. 


A Trinidad firm that has been en­ 
gaged in some lines of cacas manufac­ 
ture, to meet the local demand, has 
recently commenced the manufacture 
of chocolate creams. 
It is said that 
the product compares 
favorably 
in 
quality with the best importer. 
The 
bonbons are put up in neat packets, 
which sell at 6 and 12 cents each, or 
t shillings (48.6 cents) a pound, and 
there are special wholesale quotations. 
The creams are made in several fla­ 
vors. 
If the success which seems to 
*>e promised to this new manufacture 
Is realized and a large development of 
the industry follows, it may in time 
practically Stop the large importation 
of such goods from the United Xin?, 
France and the United States. 


Places where inflammable liquids aré 
stored are classed by the French gov­ 
ernment with establishments which 
much conform to the most severe 
rules. 
In order to satisfy conditions 
imposed by the prefecture of the po­ 
lice a new apparatus Invented by 
Martini and Huneke 
wds 
adopted. 
This apparatus includes no compli­ 
cated mechanism. 
It is automatic In 
Its operation and independent of the 
workmen. 


Throughout the apparatus in which 
tho fuel Is stored or handled air is 
replaced by carbonic acid gas, says 
the Engineering Magazine. 
This gas 
not only serves as a protecting agent 
but its pressure determines the move­ 
ment of the liquid. 
Furthermore, the 
gas fills all the pipes and valves and 
acts In such a way that liquid can 
ci/culate only when the system is 
absolutely free of leaks. For instance, 
if a leak occurs at any point in the 
system the pressure of the gas will 
disappear and the liquid will remain 
In the reservoir, where there is no dan­ 
ger of explosion, since air is necessary 
to the formation of an explosive mix­ 
ture. 
In fact, all danger which comes 
from external fire or even from aparks 
within the tank is removed. 


The principle of operation of the 
Martini and Huneke apparatus as in­ 
stalled in the garages of the Com- 
pagnie des Omnibus de Paris consists 
of a storage reservoir or heavy sheet 
metal completely buried in the ground, 
an inlet panel and an outlet panel, 
a cylinder of compressed inert gau, 
and Jacketed pipes joining the dif­ 
ferent parts of the system. 
A reser­ 
voir covered with asphalt is buried in 
the ground sufficiently to escape all 
danger of flre. 
To charge the tank 
with liquid fuel it is first filled with 
the inert gas, then connected to the 
fuel tank by two pipes; one siphons 
the liquid and the other permits gas 
from the reservoir to replace it as it 
runs out. 
By means of this system 
the small quantity of liquid which is 
left on the wall of the tank cannot 
form an explosive mixture as it never 
comes into contact with the air.

This statement, 
concerning the appalling growth of 
drug addiction in the United States, 
was made by Dr. Kebler in an address 
at Washington, before the American 
Society for the Study of Alcohol and 
Narcotics. 


Dr. Kebler is quoted by Washington 
papers as having declared that drug 
using had increased 100 per cent in 
the last 40 years, and that American 
medical tuen wore not discriminating 
enough in their use of opiates. Their 
overindulgence to their patients, ho 
said, is creating thousands of drug 
users every year,

I have heard it said on reliable 
authority that 99 per cent, of the co­ 
caine and morphino manufactured in 
this country is Used by persons who 
have formed the habit through doc­ 
tors’ prescriptions.”

In his. book, "Getting On 
in 
the 
World/' Drummond gives some very 
food advice to young men. 
Probably 
the best of all be 
advises 
Is 
that 
“every young man should stand on 
his own feet;" tbat is, depend on him­ 
self just so far as possible, which he 
will do if he is made of the right 
kind of stuff. 
Young men who “stand 
on their own feet" are under 'obliga- 
tions to no one, and therefore possess 
an independence of thought and ac­ 
tion which is ofttimes most valuable 
to them. 


Of course, Mr. Drummond wrote his 
book when social conditions were dif­ 
ferent from what they are now. Com­ 
petition was not so keen* 
The law of 
the survival of the fittest was not em­ 
phasized so fully. 
But his advice is 
as pertinent today as it was then, 
and, perhaps, more so, when so many 
young men depend on others to give 
them tbeir start in life. 
The young 
man who stands on his own feet to­ 
day possess advantages that be could 
not have secured a generation ago. 


It is true that not every young iman 
who is given a start in life becomes a 
chronic dependent on others for aid 
and assistance. 
Some of them make 
good, yet the majority of them are al­ 
ways depending on some one or other 
to do them favcrs, and thereby place 
themselves under so many obligations 
that they are unable to think or act 
without consideration of obligations. 
They do not get on in the world as 
they should, and as they would if they 
possessed that freedom properly to 
meet sltuationt in the 
professional, 
business and industrial world. 
( In strong contrast to the most suc­ 
cessful of those who have been given 
a start in life, are the men of today 
who cut loose from home, friends and 
ail that they held dear, strapped their 
belongings to their backs, and alone 
and unassisted made places for them­ 
selves in this world. 
They are our 
great lawyers, physicians, clergymen, 
financiers 
and 
bankers, 
inventors, 
managers, merchants and craftsmen, 
and their life histories differ only in 
unimportant details. 
They asked no 
favors, no assistance, simply opportu­ 
nity, and the most of them made op­ 
portunity. 
They have been under ob­ 
ligations to no one except those that 
have naturally occurred 
and 
have 
been as naturally discharged. 
They 
have stood on their own feet and to­ 
day are conspicuous examples of the 
wisdom of Drummond's 
advice 
to 
young men. 


Young man, are you standing on 
your own feet? Are you 
asking as­ 
sistance from father when you ought 
to be helping yourself? 
Do you ex­ 
pect to be given a start in life, or 
to strike out and blaze 
your 
own 
path? 
Do you want always to be un­ 
der obligations to somebody, or be 
independent enough to do as you will, 
regardful, of course, of the rights of 
others? 
These are important ques­ 
tions to every young man 
who 
has 
reached the age when he is capable of 
doing something for himself. 
If he 
is made of the right kind of stuff he 
will answer them by standing on his 
own feet.

If In 
a small town, are the farmers well to 
do? 
Do they come Into the town you 
have In view or do a good number of 
them go to some other market? Is the 
country 
or 
the 
city 
neighborhood 
thickly populated, enough so to carry 
a store or an additional store in your 
line? 
On what industries does the 
town or the neighborhood depend for 
its prosperity? 
Do these furnish em­ 
ployment all the year round? 
Give 
plenty of time to an Inspection of the 
banks and stores as to their appear­ 
ance of business, the number of clerks, 
customers, loafers.

Held the Monopoly 


In the General Theological seminary 
Is to be seen the largest and most 
complete collection of Bibles In this 
country, probably in the world, says 
the New York Sun. In the Bible room 
on the second 
floor, 
arranged 
on 
shelves or displayed 
in show 
cases, 
they exhibit scarcely a lack of any 
of the famous editions of the world. 


The valuable collection 
originated 
with John PIntard, who started it by 
purchasing the volumes from his own 
funds and from funds he collected for 
the purpose. 
He secured several im­ 
portant copies, including one of the 
famous Jay polyglot edition, but the 
collection remained inadequate in both 
numbers And importance of the Bibles 
until 1893, when the Copinger collec­ 
tion was announced for Eale. The late 
Dean Hofftnan then interested the late 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, and the 
two 
men purchased the collection and pre­ 
sented it to the seminary. 


The collection was now the largest 
in the world in its number of editions, 
but still many important- Bibles were 
not represented. 
Dean Hoffman un­ 
dertook to make it complete, and per­ 
sonally visited old bookshops in Lon­ 
don and on the continent, poring over 
old folios and following 
up 
sugges­ 
tions from bibliophiles. 
He purchased 
several valuable editions, among them 
a copy of the famous Gutenberg Bible 
of 1450, *he first book printed from 
movable metal types,- for which he 
paid |15,000. 


All the Bibles purchased for the col­ 
lection since 1893 have been the gift 
of Dean Hoffman, and since his death 
his son, S. V. Hoffman, has continued 
contributions to add to it. 
The col­ 
lection is not confined to Latin Bibles, 
but includes a representative collec­ 
tion of Greek Testaments, copies of 
the Bible in Hebrew, Syriac and poly­ 
glot, and in most of the modern lan­ 
guages. 


At the last formal enumeration of 
the collection, though many valuable 
additions have since been made, there 
were 1,206 different editions of Bibles 
in 2,373 volumes. Of these there were 
555 Latin editions In 1,055 volumes; 
93 polyglot editions in 527 volumes; 
302 editions of the New 
Testament, 
chiefly in Greek; 96 editions of the 
Hexapla, Codices, etc. 


The most interesting and valuable 
book, of course, is the Gutenberg copy, 
printed at Mainz, 1450-55, by Johannes 
Gutenberg.

them. 
The hall of fame, the hundred 
best books, the flve-foot 
shelf—for 
what follies of discussion have they 
not been responsible? 
The twenty 
greatest men obviously suggest 
the 
twenty greatest women. 
Two ladles 
of eminence, the wife of the president 
and the wife of the senator who would 
be president, 
have 
recently 
been 
drawn into the futile game of selec­ 
tion, and the results are sufficiently 
curious. 
These ladles, of course, are 
no better qualified than thousands of 
others to pronounce upon so delicate a 
question; their lists, indeed, suggest 
that they are hardly qualified at all. 
Twenty Is a small number, by what­ 
ever standard of greatness Is adopted, 
and the utmost discrimination is es­ 
sential to the production

silly. 
Yet Mrs. Taft includes among 
her Immortals Frances E. Willard, Su­

Nightingale and Miss Anthony—a cu< 
rlously assorted company! 


The result Is, of course, that, grant­ 
ing the possibility of making out a list 
of twenty or any number that shall be 
fairly Inclusive, the determination of a 
standard is the first 
consideration. '| 
Jane Austen may have been as great 
In her way as Elizabeth Tudor in hers; 
but the conjunction of the two is ludic­ 
rous. 
Again, it Is too sudden a drop 
from sublimity to ridicule to follow 
the name of Jeanne d’Arc with that 
of Elizabeth Cady Stanton. The names 
of George Eliot and George Sand are 
inevitable; and yet It might well be 
argued neither had a greater claim to 
absolute genius than Charlotte Bronte 
or Christina Rossetti. And any list of 
women novelists that left out Mrs. Oli- 
phant would be absurd. 
There 
are 
those, too, who would say that If Jane 
Austen is included Maria Edgeworth 
must not be omitted. Indeed, the list 
of twenty will be more than full with­ 
out such freakish selections as Nancy 
Hanks, who was simply the mother of 
a famous man. 
And if living women 
are to be considered, who would reject 
the name of Mrs. Pankhurst? 
Then 
the question also arises if moral ex­ 
cellence is to be a controlling factor 
In the choice.. Are we to forget such 
remarkable women as Thargelia, Hip- 
parchia, Phryne and Lais simply 
be­ 
cause their conduct was not blame­ 
less? 
Greatness Is a word vof many 
meanings.—Providence Journal.

Charles 
3rispl was arrested and convicted for 
burglary in New York solely because 
he left behind on window glass four 
finger marks. They were only a few 
ìairllne etchings, but they singled out 
3f millions of people 
the only 
one 
who could have made them. 
It was 
difficult to obtain a Jury that would 
3onvict on finger print evidence alone, 
but when it was shown that there is

Wise Merchant Will Do Much Think­ 
ing Before He Cuts Down on 
Publicity Campaign. 


A curious sidelight on the changt 
in modern business methods 
Is

volved in the declaration

Equitable will in all probability 
not 
rebuild its magnificent structure re­ 
cently destroyed in New Yorkv Th« 
reason given is that 
the 
day 
has 
passed 
when 
insuranco 
companies 
find It proilUnle to spend huge sums 
In erecting a building for advertis­ 
ing purposes and that experience has 
shown that newspapers are a much 
more profitable advertising medium, 
says the Lansing (Mich.) 
Journal. 
One does not have to be patriarchal 
in the matter of years to recall the 
time when it was the Insurance com­ 
panies that built the biggest build­ 
ings In a great many cities. 
Aside 
from the fact that such 
structures 
were lucrative investments they were 
excellent advertisements, constituting 
a visible evidence of prosperity that 
impressed those who had their atten­ 
tion called to the fact 
livery time 
the building was mentioned In any 
connection in the newspapers the in­ 
surance companies derived publicity 
that was valuable, and in many ways 
the name of the company owning the 
building was kept prominently in the 
public eye. 


But that was in the days when the 
lines of the Insurance 
“magnates" 
were cast in pleasanter places than 
today—the halcyon days of huge sal­ 
aries, colossal profits and a delightful 
Irresponsibility 
to 
the 
authorities. 
Those days have passed, and today 
there Is a policeman standing beside 
every policyholder to see 
that 
his 
money goes into proper channels. 
It 
all goes to make insurance safer for 
the man who pays the 
premiums, 
probably, but the “magnates” 
have 
considerably harder sledding than for- 
merly. 
On the whole, It doubtless Is 
better that the insurance 
business 
should be placed upon the same safe 
and sane basis as any other business 
and, being placed upon that sort of a 
basis, the “magnates" must realize 
that its interests will be best fur­ 
thered by conforming to the laws ol 
ordinary business. 
Those laws pre­ 
scribe newspaper advertising for the 
business man who would enjoy the 
greatest success. 


The tendency to restrict and regu­ 
late the expenditure of the funds ol 
insurance 
companies 
is 
operating 
through laws prohibiting the invest­ 
ment of those funds in buildings not 
occupied entirely by the companies 
and this fact will contribute material­ 
ly to the confinement of insurance ad­ 
vertising to the channels that 
are 
most legitimate because most profit­ 
able—the prime purpose of all these 
laws being to compel the highest pos­ 
sible protection of policyholders by 
securing the largest possible returns 
upon 
the 
money 
they 
spend 
in 
premiums. 
Formerly the transaction 
was merely one of paying a certain 
sum in premiums and getting a prom­ 
ised sum In return. Today the law l£ 
recognizing that the policyholder ha. 
an equity In the wisest possible dis­ 
bursement of these funds, and 
th€ 
wisest method of advertising is one ol 
the forms of such disbursement. 


If any business man, in New Year 
resolutions, has declared for less ad­ 
vertising, or perhaps entire discontin­ 
uation of the same, the greatest mis­ 
take of his life has been entered upon. 
Existing conditions sometimes render 
imperative a reduction of 
expenses, 
but the wise individual will do much 
thinking and investigation before de­ 
ciding upon making a cut In the ad­ 
vertising expense. 
The average busi­ 
ness man expects to have more trade 
in 1912 than came to him the preced­ 
ing year, but if he reckons on this 
without aid of the advertising columns 
of the newspaper, disappointment and 
regret is surely in store for him. 
In 
order to increase business, there must 
be a reaching out, not by hand bills, 
to be lost or destroyed by atmospheric 
conditions, not 
by 
show 
windows 
through 
which 
comparatively 
few 
look, but by constant, steady advertis­ 
ing In the local paper, which is the 
surest, safest and best medium for 
acquiring trade and retaining it.

has been found. 


As tfoon as word of tho robbery wa.i 
reecived :t the city Vail Detective Al­ 
fred I. Souder was assigned to the* 
case and he went at once to the scene. 
Every effort is being made to appre­ 
hend the man, who, it is said, is want 
ed in both Pittsburgh and Cleveland 
for robberies committed in an identi­ 
cal manner.

OPERATED AT LOSS 


Postal Savings Institution Is Not 
Paying Expenses. 
. 


Uncle Sam’s Banking System Not Self- 
Supporting and Federal Appropria­ 
tion May Be Neccssary—Claimed 
American Systen Simplified. 


Washington.—The 
postal 
savings 
system of the government is not pay­ 
ing expenses. 
After something more 
than 
year of operation, this govern­ 
ment venture gives indication of need­ 
ing a Federal appropriation to make 
It come out even. 
Its hope of inde­ 
pendence lies in the future. Theodore 
h. Weed, director of the postal savings 
system, thinks the system will be self- 
supporting when the deposits aggre­ 
gate $100,000,000. 
The deposits now 
aggregate close to $28,000,000. 


One 
of 
the 
important questions 
about the inauguration of any now 
government 
service, 
especially one 
which is more or less paternalistic in 
nature, is whether it is likely to be­ 
come a burden upon the federal treas­ 
ury. 


The attempt of the responsible offi­ 
cials, like Mr. Weed, has undoubtedly 
been to establish a postal savings sys­ 
tem which may be conducted with rea­ 
sonable economy. 
It is claimed, for 
Instance, that the American system 
has been greatly simplified 
by 
the 
elimination of pass books. 


However economically the system 
may be conducted, it is not difficult to 
perceive the certainty of a deficit, at 
least for the immediate future. 
The 
entire income of the postofllce depart­ 
ment from the postal savings system 
is derived from the 2V6 per cent, inter- 


and from Europe as his means per­ 
mitted. 
His common sense saw how 
helpful this current 
might 
be 
tci 
ships, and he urged captains to use 
the thermometer to ascertain when 
they reached it and to enable them to 
keep within its influenco when going 
east or to steer clear of it in coming 
west. 


Lieutenant Maury, who was 
the 
founder of hydrographic science, used 
such temperature memoranda as were 
available In his examination of ocean 
currents.

and the cabinet officers. 
This power 
of 
the women fi^st 
began 
to

marked In President Andrew Jack­ 
son's time and it has continued al­ 
most unabated up to the present hour 
It is an unseen power. 
It is not pro­ 
claimed from the house tops. 
It con­ 
tributed, according to the best au­ 
thorities, to the downfall of Benja­ 
min Harrison's administration. 


It takes somo time for the wives of 
the cabinet officers lo reach a fair 
footing with the wives of the presi­ 
dent and vice-president and among 
themselves. 
They come from differ­ 
ent sections of the country and must 
accustom themselves to a vastly dif­ 
ferent environment, the official life of 
Washington. 
In 
a 
thousand 
little 
ways and in as many big ways they 
can make or mar, help or hurt, hasten 
or retard the policy of a president’s 
administration. 
They raised old hob 
in Jackson’s time by attempting to 
boycott the wife of a cabinet officer, 
Mrs. Eaton; but Old Hickory, though 
not a ladies’ man himself, stood val 
antly and gallantly beside Mr. and

Of all the funds deposited 
with the postoffice department, 05 per 
cent, is turned over to the banks; 5 
per cent, is kept as a working balance. 
The government pays individual de­ 
positors 2 per cent, interest. The net 
income of the department is thus a 
little less than one-half of 1 per cent, 
of the total deposits. Upon the pres­ 
ent aggregate deposits of $28,000,000, 
therefore, the government's net in­ 
come is less than $140,000. 


This net income is doubtless more 
than consumed by the clerical force 
employed in this city. 
The average 
salaries of government clerks is in ex­ 
cess of $1,000 a year, and it is safe 
to say that the salaries paid to Wash­ 
ington employees in the postal sav­ 
ings system are upwards of $160,000 
In the aggregate, which, In itself, ere* 
ates an aparent deficit of a little more 
than $20,000 a year. 
Probably other 
charges ought in fairness to be made 
against the postal 
savings 
system. 
Great expense Is involved in producing 
the necessary stamps and certificates. 


That the postal savings system has 
met a public need there can be no 
question. 
The deposits continue to 
grow at the rate of 6 to 8 per cent, a 
month, at which rate it will not be 
many years before the aggregate on 
deposit will exceed $100,000,000—the 
figure at which the system is supposed 
to become self-supporting. 
The his­ 
tory of such government enterprises, 
however, is that the expense increases 
unexpectedly, and it is open to ques­ 
tion whether, upon the 
present in­ 
come, the postal savings system can 
ever become self-supporting.

Thousands of Years. 


The known coal fields of the United 
States embrace a total area, according 
to the United States geological survey, 
about 32,000 square miles, to which 
may be added something more than 
160,000 square miles of which little is 
known, but which may contain work­ 
able coal, and 
about 
32,000 
square 
miles where the coal lies under heavy 
cover, and is not considered available 
under present conditions. 


The supply of coal before mining 
began is estimated to 
havo 
been 


3.076.204.000.000 short tons, of which 
1.922.979.000.000 tons were believed to 
bo easily accessible and 1,153,225,000,- 
000 short tons to be either so deep or 
the beds so thin that they are ac­ 
cessible only with difficulty. 
Classi­ 
fied according to the character of the 
coal, the original supply consisted of 
21.000.000.000 short 
tons of 
anthra­ 
cite, 1,661,457,000,000 tons ‘of 
bitu­ 
minous coal, 650,157,000.000 tons 
of 
subbituminous coal and 743,590,000,000 
tons of lignite, the supply of 
bitu­ 
minous coal being 
somewhat 
more 
than that of all other grades 
com­ 
bined. 


The total production of coal to the 
close of 1911 has amounted to 2,270,- 
798,737 short tons of anthracite and 6,- 
468,773,690 tons of bituminous coal, or 
an aggregate of 
68,739,572,427 
tons. 
This total production to the close of 
1911 represents, including the waste 
of coal mining, an exhaustion of tho 
beds equal to 14,181,980,000 short tons, 
or something less than 0.5 per cenf, of 
the original supply. 
In other words, 
the quantity of coal still remaining to 
bo mined amounts to 3,062.022,020,000 
short tons, or a little more than 99.5 
per cent, of the original supply. 
The 
annual rate of exhaustion at the pres­ 
ent time as represented by the produc­ 
tion in 1910 and 1911 is .025 per cent, 
of the supply. 
The quantity of coal 
still in the ground at the close of 1910 
was 6,000 times the production of that 
year, or, estimating a half ton of coal 
lost for every ton recovered, tho sup 
ply is equivalent to 4,000 times tho 
present annual rate of exhaustion.

New Measure Makes It a Misdemeanor 


to Acquire a Monopoly or Promote 
Trusts. 


A sweeping program of changes in 
the corporation laws of New Jersey 
was announced by Governor Wilson in 
Trenton. 


Not 
only 
would it be a misde- 
meanor, under the proposed law, to 
acquire a monopoly or interfere with 
freedom of competition, but Jail sen- 
tences are contemplated for those who 
promote or organize trusts. 


To effect these changes, seven volu- 
minous bills have 
been drafted by 
Governor Wilson, Chancellor Walker 
and Judge Van Syckel. 


The first of these bills provides for 
a 
punishment 
not 
exceeding 
three 
years* imprisonment and $1000 fine for 
any corporation, firms or individuals 
who may agree to any of the follow- 
ing: 


To limit production 
or 
increased 
prices. 


To prevent competition in manufac- 
turing, 
transporting or selling any 
commodity. 


To fix any standard or figure where- 
by prices to the public shall in any 
manner be controlled. 


To make any agreement which shall 
directly or indirectly preclude a free 
and unrestricted competition among 
themselves or any purchasers , or con- 
sumers. 


To make any secret oral agreement 
whereby the 
same 
thing is accom- 
plished. 


The other bills rule that corpora- 
tions shall not issue stock upon ficti- 
tious values of property, but must 
make "a fair bona fide valuation;' 
provide punishment by fine and impris- 
onment for those who organize a cor- 
poration in restraint of trade; prohibit 
holding companies; and j)revent merg- 
ed companies from acquiring stock oi 
other corporations. 


It also is provided that the consent 
of the public utilities commission must 
be obtained when two or more cor- 
porations desire to merge, and there ie 
a prohibition against 
Improper dis- 
crimination by rorporations in prices 
of commodities in different communl- 
tiae. 


Governor Wilson's bills were intro- 
duced by Senator J. Warren Davis, ot 
Salem, majority leader of the senate. 


The revenue derived by the stati' 
from these corporations annually is ap 
proximately |2,000,000, 


If the bills introduced disturb this 
Income in any way there is sure to be 
considerable opposition to them, as the 
amount thus derived would have to 
come 
from 
some other source, and 
there is none in sight Just now save 
the taxpayer, who is already protest- 
ing against his burdens. 


The trust evil In New Jersey will be 
attacked 
in the legislature also by 
Senator Carlton B. Pierce, of Union 
county, a Republican, Senator Fierce 
will'Introduce a bill making the fed 
aral Sherman anti-trust law applicable 
to New Jersey.

Boy Shoots Man Defending Mother. 
Seventeen-year-old 
George 
Smith 
rushed to the deiense of. his mother 
when she called tor help and shot and 
almost instantly killed John Betts in 
Mllford, Del., who was choking and 
beating Mrs. Smith. 


The tragedy occurred in the Betts 
home, near Marshall's mill, on the Sus- 
sex county side of the town. 
Mrs. 
^mith has been the housekeeper of 
Betts for several years. 
It is alleged 
that Betts in recent years has been 
abusive to the woman in many ways, 
and of late, she says, the abuse has 
grown almost unbearable, resulting In 
blows, kicks and curses. 


It was during one of these abusive 
turns that Mrs. Smith, believing her 
life in Jeopardy, Betts having knocked 
her down and choked her, called for 
help. 


Her cries were heard by her seven- 
teen-year-old son, George, who rushed 
Into the room in time to see his mother 
lying on the floor and at the mercy of 
Betts. 


When the young man entered the 
room Betts released his hold on the 
woman and made for young Smith 
with a chair, raised as if to strike him. 
The lad, realizing the danger he and 
his mother both were in, picked up a 
revolver lying on a table in the room 
and fired at Betts, the shot mortally 
wounding the man, from 
which he 
aoon died.

Haw President Challenged Ex*Premler 


Clemanceau to Duel Because of Al- 
leged Intuit. 


Premier 
Raymond 
Poincaré 
was 
•lacted president of the French repub- 
lic by the national assembly at Ver- 
aailles, after he had threatened 
to 
flight a duel with Georges Clemenceau, 
a noted political leader. 


The premier went so far as to ap- 
point Aristide Brland, minister of jus 
tlce. and L. L. Kloti, the minister of 
finance, as his seconds to arrange a 
duel. 


The Incident between Poincaré and 
Clemenceau arose out of a letter sent 
by the former premier to M. Poincaré, 
the contents of which were considered 
offensive by M. Poincaré. The premier 
promptly sent his two seconds to ask 
for an explanation. 


During the proceedings of the na- 
tional assembly M. Clemenceau made 
a satisfactory explanation to M. Brland 
and M. Klotz relative to the letter. 
The incident is therefore considered 
closed. 


Deputy A. de Monile and Paul Bon- 
cour, former minister of labor, also 
quarreled In the corridors of the pal- 
ace of Versailles, as a result of which 
M. Monzle sent his seconds to M. Bon- 
cour. 


The national assembly met to choose 
a 
successor 
to 
Armand 
Fallieres, 
whose term expires Feb. 18. 


Poincaré was chosen on the second 
ballot, amid scenes of the wildest con- 
fusion. 


Premier Poincaré led Jules Fams, 
his principal opponent, by more than 
100 votes on the first ballot and wa 
within six votes of tho necessary ab 
solute majority for election. 
The de- 
tails of the ballot follow:

Has £:'! to Pension Mothera. 


State Senator John O. Sheatz, of 
Philadelphia, will introduce a bill in 
the legislature at Harrlsburg on Mon- 
day, providing monthly payments to 
Indigent, widowed or abandoned moth- 
ers for the partial support of their chil- 
dren In their own homes. 


The measure is made applicable to 
cities of the first, second and third 
class throughout Pennsylvania. It pro 
poses a state appropriation for the 
maintenance of such children, the cit 
ies benefiting to contribute an amount 
equal to the allotment by the state. 


The payments for tho maintenance 
of 
such 
Indigent childian at their 
homes would be made direct to their 
mothers by the state treasurer on war- 
rants drawn by the auditor general. 
The allotments for the support of each 
child and other provisions are referred 
to as follows in tho bill: 


"The trustees shall in no case re- 
commend payment to any widow or 
abandoned mother until they are thor- 
oughly satlsfled that the recipient is 
worthy In every way, and that In or- 
der to keep her children In her own 
home a monthly payment is necessary, 
but then only upon satisfactory reports 
from a teacher of the district school, 
stating that the child or children of 
tha recipient of this fund are attend- 
lag school; provided they are of prop 
ar age and physically able to do so. 
The combined total maximum payment 
shall not exceed $12 per month for one 
child, |20 per month for two children, 
126 per month for three children, and 
| 5 per month for each additional child 
These payments to continue at the 
will of the trustees, but not beyond 
tha time that the law will permit a 
cklld to secure employment,"

Fifty lawyers who hope to obtain for 
their clients more than $10,000,000 in 
damages for loss of life and property 
en the steamship Titanic were arrayed 
against attorneys for the White Star 
line In the United States district court 
In New York at the expiration of the 
lime limit set by the court for brlnglni^ 
suits. 
The 
limit waa extended to 
Feb, 1. 


The White Star line contends that 
Its entire liability is limited under tha 
United States statutes to less than 
$100,000—the 
value 
of 
racovared 
wreckage and passage money. 


American claimants allege that the 
line cannot claim this limitation be- 
cause it was itself responsible for the 
loss of life by reason of personal negli- 
gence. If their assertion in this re- 
spect is sustained, the claimants will 
recover full damages. 


But even if this claim la not upheld, 
the contention of A. L. Brougham, rep- 
resenting two hundred claimants, is 
that the White Star line's liability caa 
be limked only by the provisions of 
the British law, which would compel 
the company to pay total damages of 
about $3.000,000. 


Mr. Brougham has instituted an ap- 
peal in the court of appeals, where ha 
hopes to determine fully the rights of 
the death claimants to bring suit for 
full damages. 
Because of this appaal 
the lower court granted tha postpona- 
ment

In keeping with the German govern- 
ment's Idea of making tho empire one 
vast training schooi for the develoi>- 
ment of tho best there is in tho youth 
of the country for national commer- 
cial success regular business 
school 
courses are now being organized in 
the German army, so that tho recruit 
during his term of military 
service 
will be fitting himself for the business 
life he will have to enter on quitting 
tho colors, says the Army and Navy 
Journal, 


The hundreds of thousands of chil- 
dren are not permitted to pass through 
the public schools and to drift through 
life as unskilled laborers. 
Bach one, 
as far as tho government can order It 
so. Is turned out skilled In some occu- 
pation. 


One of the most powerfully educa- 
tive forces in the empiro is tho con- 
tinuation 
p-hool 
originally 
intended 
to maintain somo kind of 
discipline 
over youths from fourteen to eighteen 
years of age prior to their enlistment 
in the army. 
Of late years these con- 
tinuation schools have been changed 
Into vocational schools. 


Twice 
every 
year 
great, 
flaming 
posters call the youth of the land to 
obligatory attendance at the trade and 
commercial 
schools. 
These 
posters 
enumerate moro than 100 trades or vo- 
cations and each youth is summoned 
to appear at the echool devoted to his 
particular 
callin& 
Connected 
with 
these schools havo naturally 
grown 
up actual workshops, where the pupils 
handle real machinery and make com- 
mercial articles. 


No one who observes 
the ^ almost 
military precision with which all this 
vast system is carried along to tha ad- 
vancement of the commercial success 
of the nation can. fail to associate it 
with the impression made upon 
tho 
popular mind by service in the army, 
and the studen* of sociology will not 
fall to make a note of the fact that 
this great method of training of the 
youth of a country has had Its origin 
In the land which so many shallow 
thinkers have said was cursed by a 
militarism 
that was "crushing 
the 
life out of the Industrial forces of tho 
country and undermining the charac- 
ter of the yovath of the land."

STRAW AN'D GRASS FOR WOOD 


Englishman Has Invented Efficient and 
Economical Substitute Material 
for Matches. 


The annual consumption of wood In 
the manufacture of matches Is almost 
incredible. 
In view of the scarcity of 
lumber and Its consequent high prices, 
Carre, an Englishman, 
offers, 
says 
America, what he claims to be an 
eillcient and 
economical 
substitute. 
It is a composite made of straw and 
dried 
grass and 
is called 
artificial 
wood. 


The straw is passed through crush- 
ing rolls, thence through cylindrical 
cutters which divide it into strips, af- 
terward supplied with an 
adhesive. 
The strips. Inclosed at both ends with 
layers of paper, are forced through 
other rollers and through linked molds 
la the form of a chain, where they are 
subjected to heat and pressure, when 
they emerge In the form of 
round 
splits and are then cut to the proper 
length for matches. 


It is thought that this product may 
b3 used for building purposes. 


Places where Inflammable liquids are 
stored are claRsed by the French gov- 
ernment with establishments 
which 
much conform to the 
most 
severe 
rules. 
In order to satisfy conditions 
Imposed by the prefecture of the po- 
lice a new apparatus 
Invented 
by 
Martini and Huneke 
wds 
adopted. 
This apparatus 
Includes no compli- 
cated mechanism. 
It Is automatic in 
Its operation and independent of the 
workmen. 


Throughout the apparatus in which 
the fuel is stored or handled air is 
replaced by carbonic acid gas. say* 
the Engineering Magazine. 
This gas 
not only serves as a protecting agent 
but its pressure determines the move- 
ment of the liquid. 
Furthermore, the 
gas fills all the pipes and valves and 
acts in such a way that liquid can 
circulate only when the system 
is 
absolutely free of leaks. For Instance, 
If a leak occurs at any point In the 
system the pressure of the gas will 
disappear and the liquid will remain 
In the reservoir, where there is no dan- 
ger of explosion, since air is necessary 
to the formation of an explosive mix- 
ture. 
In fact, all danger which comes 
from external fire or even from sparks 
within the tank is removed. 


The principle of operation of the 
Martini and Huneke apparatus as In- 
stalled in the garages of the Com- 
pagnle des Omnibus de Paris consists 
of a storage reservoir or heavy sheet 
metal completely burled In the ground, 
an Inlet panel and an outlet panel, 
a cylinder of compressed Inert gao, 
and Jacketed pipes Joining the dif- 
ferent parts of the system. 
A reser- 
voir covered with asphalt is buried in 
the ground sufficiently to escape all 
danger of 
flre. 
To charge the tank 
with liquid fuel it is first filled with 
the Inert gas, then connected to the 
fuel tank by two pipes; one siphons 
the liquid and the other permits gas 
from the reservoir to replace it as it 
runs out. 
By means of this system 
the small quantity of liquid which Is 
left on the wall of the tank cannot 
form an explosive mixture as It never 
comes into contact with the air.

Orderod In Froocrlptlone. 


That 99 per cent, of all the cocaine 
and inorphino manufactured In this 
country Is used by persons who have 
formed the drug habit through phyal- 
clans* prescriptions is the 
startling 
•tatement made by Dr. L. F, Kebler, 
Chief of the Division of Drugs, Depart* 
ment of Agriculture. 
This statement, 
concerning the appalling growth of 
drug addiction in the United States, 
was made by Dr. Kebler in an address 
at Washington, before the American 
Society for the Study of Alcohol and 
Narcotics. 


Dr, Kebler is quoted by Washington 
papers as having declared that drug 
using had Increased 100 per cent, in 
the last 40 years, and that American 
medical men wore not discriminating 
enough In their use of opiates. 
Their 
overindulgence to their patients, ho 
«aid, is creating thousands of drug 
users every year. 


"It is a very sad thing to say that 
our physicians are doing the greatest 
work in promoting the use of cocaine 
and morphine," said the doctor, "State 
laws are not saving the public from 
the grip of the drug habit, and the 
American 
public is sinking 
tighter 
and tighter into the black abyss of 
the morphine and cocaine 
fiend. 


"The worst of It is that the impor- 
tation of opium into the country is 
becoming larger and larger year by 
year. 
I have heard it said on reliable 
authority that 99 per cent, of the co- 
caine and morphine manufactured in 
this country is u^ed by persons who 
have formed the habit through doc- 
tors' prescriptions." 


Almost simultaneously with Dr. Keb- 
ler's address. Dr. J. A. Patterson, at 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, in a public 
statement said that 19 out of every 20 
patients who come to an institution 
with which he is connected for treat- 
ment for the drug habit owe their 
downfall to physicians' prescriptions,

One advantage to con- 
sider Is In opening up where you are 
known. 
Your friends will be your first 
customers and. if you are running your 
store right, thfiir friends will follow 
them Into your doors. It will also cost 
you less to get started than it would 
in a strange place. 


In considering a location two things 
are essential—to pick out the real cen- 
ter where people will be most thrown 
In contact with you. and to estimate 
correctly the nature of 
the 
people 
among whom you are about to locate. 
Study the people carefully. What sort 
of goods will they fee most likely to 
buy? 
A druggist in an expensive resi- 
dence section 
would, for 
Instance, 
carry a line of toilet articles. 
These 
would be absolutely useless in a com- 
munity of foreign laborers. 
What ia 
the wealth and social condition of the 
people In your trade territory? 
Are 
they foreigners or Americans? 
If In 
a small town, are the farmers well to 
do? 
Do they come into the town you 
have In view or do a good number of 
them go to some other market? 
Is the 
country 
or 
the 
city 
neighborhood 
thickly populated, enough so to carry 
a store or an additional store in your 
line? 
On what industries does 
the 
town or the neighborhood depend for 
Its prosperity? 
Do these furnish em- 
ployment all the year round? 
Give 
plenty of time to an inspection of the 
banks and stores as to their appear- 
ance of business, the number of clerks, 
customers, loafers. 


Don't go Into a town or a neighbor- 
hood until you know it and are satis- 
fied there Is a place for you. 
Then be 
sure to get a building in a good loca- 
tion with bright, modern windows and 
an attractive appearance both inside 
and outside.

NARY HAS FINE COLLECTION. 


Largest and Most Complete In Thia 
Country, If Not 
In the 
W o r l d - 
Gutenberg Volume the Pride 
of the 
Inatltutlon. 


Held the Monopoly 


In the General Theological seminary 
Is to be seen the largest and 
most 
complete collection of Bibles In this 
country, probably In the world, says 
the New York Sun. 
In the Bible room 
on the second 
floor, 
arranged 
on 
shelves or displayed 
In show 
cases, 
they exhibit scarcely a lack of 
any 
of the famous editions of the world. 


The valuable collection 
originated 
with John Plntard, who started it by 
purchasing the volumes from his own 
funds and from funds he collected for 
the purpose. 
He secured several Im- 
portant copies. Including one of the 
famous Jay polyglot edition, but the 
collection remained Inadequate in both 
numbers ftnd Importance of the Bibles 
until 1893, when the Coplnger collec- 
tion was announced for sale. 
The late 
Dean Hofftnan then Interested the late 
Cornelius 
Vanderbllt 
and 
the 
two 
men purchased the collection and pre- 
sented it to the seminary. 


The collection was now the largest 
in the world In its number of editions, 
but still many important- Bibles were 
not represented. 
Dean Hoffman un- 
dertook to make it complete, and per- 
sonally visited old bookshops in Lon- 
don and on the continent, poring over 
old folios and following 
up 
sugges- 
tions from bibliophiles. 
He purchased 
several valuable editions, among them 
a copy of the famous Gutenberg Bible 
of 1450, ihe 
first 
book printed from 
movable 
metal 
types,- for which 
he 
paid 115,000. 


All the Bibles purchased for the col- 
lection since 1893 have been the gift 
of Dean Hoffman, and since his death 
his son. S. V. Hoffman, has continued 
contributions to add to I t 
The col- 
lection is not confined to Latin Bibles, 
but includes a representative 
collec- 
tion of Greek Testaments, copies of 
the Bible in Hebrew, Syriac and poly- 
glot, and in most of the modern lan- 
guages. 


At the last formal enumeration of 
the collection, though many valuable 
additions have since been made, there 
were 1,206 different editions of Bibles 
in 2,373 volumes. 
Of these there were 
555 Latin editions in 1.055 volumes; 
93 polye:lot editions in 527 volumes; 
302 editions of the New 
Testament, 
chiefly In Greek; 96 editions of 
the 
Hexapla, Codices, etc. 


The most Interesting and valuable 
book, of course, is the Gutenberg copy, 
printed at Mainz. 1450-55. by Johannes 
Gutenberg.

"Mischief, thou art afoot!" Mr. Car- 
negie might have exclaimed when hm 
gave to the world his list of the twen- 
ty greatest men. 
The futility of auch 
attempts 
to 
appraise 
greatnesa 
i» 
equaled only by the eagerness 
with 
which so many 
persons engage 
in 
them. 
The hall of fame, the hundred 
best books, the 
five-foot 
ahelf—for 
what follies of discussion have they 
not been responsible? 
The twenty 
greatest men obviously suggest 
the 
twenty greatest women. 
Two ladles 
of eminence, the wife of the president 
and the wife of the senator who would 
be president, 
have 
recently 
been 
drawn Into the futile game of selec- 
tion, and the results are sufllciently 
curious. 
These ladles, of course, are 
no better qualified than thousands of 
others to pronounce upon so delicate a 
question; 
their lists, indeed, 
suggest 
that they are hardly qualified at all. 
Twenty is a small number, by what- 
ever standard of greatness is adopted, 
and the utmost discrimination is es- 
sential to the production 
of 
a list 
which, even if imperfect, will not be 
silly. 
Yet Mrs. J a f t includes among 
her immortals Frances E. Wlllard, Su- 
san B. Anthony and Margaret Fuller, 
and Mrs. La Follette suggests Nancy 
Hanks, Olive Schrelner 
and 
Ellen 
Terry. 
Both agree upon Queen Eliz- 
abeth, Rosa Bonheur, Mr2. Browning, 
George Eliot. Mme. Curie, 
Florence 
Nightingale and Miss Anthony—a cu- 
riously assorted company! 


The result Is, of course, that, grant- 
ing the possibility of making out a list 
of twenty or any number that shall be 
fairly inclusive, the determination of a 
standard 
is the 
first 
consideration. 
Jane Austen may have been as great 
in her way as Elizabeth Tudor in hers; 
but the conjunction of the two Is ludic- 
rous. 
Again, it is too sudden a drop 
from sublimity to ridicule to follow 
the name of Jeanne d'Arc with 
that 
of Elizabeth Cady Stanton. The names 
of George Eliot and George Sand are 
inevitable; and yet it might well be 
argued neither had a greater claim to 
absolute genius than Charlotte Bronte 
or Christina Rossettl. 
And any list of 
women novelists that left out Mrs. 011- 
phant would be absurd. 
There 
are 
those, too. who would say that If Jane 
Austen Is Included Maria 
Edgeworth 
must not be omitted. 
Indeed, the list 
-of twenty will be more than full with- 
out such freakish selections as Nancy 
Hanks, who was simply the mother of 
a famous man. 
And If living women 
are to be considered, who would reject 
the name of Mrs. Pankhurst? 
Then 
the question also arises If moral ex- 
cellence Is to be a controlling factor 
in the choice.. Are we to forget such 
remarkable women as Thargelia. Hlp- 
parchia. Phryne and Lais simply 
be- 
cause their conduct was not 
blame- 
less? 
Greatness is a word vof many 
meanings.—Providence 
Journal.

McNamaras. 
Several 
anger prints completely exploded the 
theory. They are, however, the tracks 
by which others may bo 
overtaken. 
There could be no doubt that "Bd- 
5ar R. J a y " arrested In St. Louis for 
forgery a week a f t e r h« had 
mar- 
ried, is Jay Gould Hay, 
alias 
J a r 
Gould, alias Jule Lee. 
H e can 
not 
jscape the identity of his finger print« 
at the Indiana and Missouri reforma- 
tories. 


It waa only last year 
t h a t there 
were two remarkable warnings to the 
criminal class to wear gloves. Charle» 
Crispí was arrested and convicted for 
burglary in New York solely because 
he left behind on window glass four 
finger marks. 
They were only a few 
lalrllne etchings, but they singled out 
3f millions of people 
the only 
one 
who could have made them. 
It was 
ilfllcult to obtain a jury that would 
-onvlct on finger print evidence alone, 
but when it was shown that there 1» 
only one chance in sixty-four billions 
that two 
finger 
prints will be alike, 
that there was no great likelihood of 
any two of the 1.600,000,000 
people 
now on the earth being able to m a k e 
the same finger markings, the prison- 
3r gave up. 
Again, in New York, was 
the remarkable case growing out of 
the murder of Isaac Vogel, a n itiner- 
ate Jewel broker. 
It was a single Im- 
print of a finger on a silver cigarette 
3ase that led to t h e a r r e s t of Joseph 
Roberts. 


Thus f a r 
finger 
print evidence 
is 
associated 
in the public 
mind with 
oriminology. 
But the day may como 
when people registering t o vote will 
be required, to 
press 
their 
thumb 
down next to their names. 
Philadel- 
phia

A curious sidelight on the chang« 
in modern business methods

rebuild Its magnificent structure re- 
cently destroyed in New York.^ 
The 
reason given is that 
the 
day 
has 
passed 
when 
insurance 
companies 
find It profitanlo to spend huge sums 
in erecting a building for advertis- 
ing purposes and that experience has 
shown that newspapers are a much 
more profitable advertising 
medium, 
says the 
Lansing 
(Mich.) 
Journal, 
One does not have to be patriarchal 
in the matter ot years to recall the 
time when It was the insurance com- 
panies that built the biggest build- 
ings In a great many clUea. 
Aside 
from the fact that such 
structures 
were lucrative investments they were 
excellent advertisements, constituting 
a visible evidence of prosperity that 
Impressed those who had their atten- 
tion called to the fact, 
iivery time 
the building was mentioned In any 
connection in the newspapers the in- 
surance companies derived 
publicity 
that was valuable, and in many ways 
the name of the company owning the 
building was kept prominently in the 
public eye. 


But that was In the days when the 
lines of the insurance 
"magnates" 
were cast in pleasanter places than 
today—the halcyon days ot huge sal- 
aries, colossal profits and a delightful 
irresponsibility 
to 
the 
authorities. 
Those days have passed, and today 
there Is a policeman standing beside 
every policyholder to see 
that 
hla 
money goes into proper channels. 
It 
all goes to make Insurance safer for 
the man who pays the 
premiums, 
probably, but the "magnates" 
have 
considerably harder sledding than for- 
merly. 
On the whole. It doubtless Is 
better 
that the insurance 
business 
should be placed upon the same safe 
and sane basis as any other business 
and, being placed upon that sort of a 
basis, the 
"magnates" must 
realize 
that Its interests 
will be best fur- 
thered by conforming to tho laws ol 
ordinary business. 
Those laws pre- 
scribe newspaper advertising for the 
business man who would enjoy the 
greatest success. 


The tendency to restrict and regu- 
late the expenditure of the funds ol 
insurance 
companies 
is 
operating 
through laws prohibiting the invest- 
ment of those funds in buildings noi 
occupied entirely by the 
companies 
and this fact will contribute material- 
ly to the confinement of insurance ad- 
vertising to the channels that 
ar« 
most legitimate because most profit 
able—the prime purpose of all these 
laws being to compel the highest pos- 
sible protection of policyholders 
by 
securing the largest possible returns 
upon 
the 
money 
they 
spend 
in 
premiums. 
Formerly the transaction 
was merely one of paying a certain 
sum in premiums and getting a prom- 
ised sum in return. 
Today the law U 
recognizing that the poficyholder ha. 
an equity in the wisest possible dis- 
bursement of these funds, and 
th€ 
wisest method of advertising is one ol 
the forms of such disbursement.

a silver coin. 
The chances are that 
they are swept up with rubbish and 
so, for the most part, lost as coins. 


When the new Lincoln pennies were 
first placed in 
circulation 
-thousands 
were used as souvenirs, never again to 
find their way Into general circulation. 
Hundreds were gold 
plated 
and 
sil- 
vered to be used 
as cuff 
links 
and 
stickpins. 


County fairs and shows of 
various 
kinds mutilate thousands of 
pennies» 
every year. 
At the fairs one may see 
a machine that will flatten a cent and 
at the same time emboss a 
souvenir 
view of the event. 


Hundreds of thousands of 
pennies 
are cairied out of the United States 
by tourists, who leave them abroad. A 
year or two ago JOO.OOO of them were 
shipped to Cuban bankers and placed 
in 
circulation 
among 
the 
laboring 
classes in Cuba. 
The American cop- 
per runs a close second to the pin, of 
which millions are lost every year.

Dickens was strangely drawn

ward the alleviation of suffering of 
all kinds, and his novels did much to 
bring about the more humane treat- 
ment of prisoners. But Charles Reade 
not only exposed harsh prison meth- 
ods in his famous novel "It Is Never 
Too Late to Mend," but actually, like 
Conan Doyle, took up the 
case oC 
what was known as the Penge mur-* 
der. 


In spite of a magnificent and mov- 
ing speech for the defense by Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke, the judge summed 
up 
against the prisoners so decidedly that 
the jury found them guilty. 
It was. 
then that the novelist 
entered 
the 
lists, with su'fch telling force and con- 
vincing argument that the home sec- 
retary promptly commuted 
all 
the 
sentences. 


Probably the earliest 
instance 
of 
the intervention of a novelist to save 
a man from the gallows was Dr. Sam- 
uel Johnson's herculean efforts to ob- 
tain mercy for the celebrated Doctor 
Dodd, who was executed In spite of 
all that the sage of Fleet street could 
do or say. 
Today, thanks to writers 
like Reade and Dickens, no such ad-^ 
vocacy would be needed, for this fa- 
mous parson's crime was forgery, for 
which death Is no longer the penalty« 
Boswell, in his "Life of Johnson," de- 
votes a large amount of space to this 
characteristic example of Ills hero's- 
kindliness and humanity. 


Many years later the famous French, 
playwright Balzac made an effort t o 
save the life of a man named PeyteU 
who had been convicted of the mur- 
der of his wife and servant, but equaK 
ly without success. 


Volcanic Dust In Atmosphere. 


From many points In America and 
Europe come reports of an unusual 
turbidity of the atmosphere, which be- 
gan early l^st summer and still con- 
tinues.

manifested in $l 
marked diminution ot the intensity of 
solar radiation, as measured with the 
pyrhellometer, 
abnormal 
displace- 
ment of the neutral points of atmos- 
pherlc polarization, ai hazy 
appear- 
ance of the sky, and the presences of 
Bishop's ring around the sun. 
From 
Dublin Sir John Moore wrote last Au- 
gust: "The sky Is constantly covered 
with a thin film of uniform cloud in 
which no halos develop, and through 
which the sun, moon and stars shine 
with a subdued, sickly 
brightness," 
Observers 
in 
Russia, 
Switzerland^ 
Sweden and Germany, 
as 
well 
as 
America, report an unusual lack of 
blueness In the sky. 
There seems to 
be every reason to attribute these phe- 
nomena to» the presence In the upper 
atmosphere of an Immense 
pall of 
dust arising from the explosive erup- 
tion of Katmai volcano In Alaska last 
June. 
Similar effects were observed 
after the eruptions of Kratatoa and 
Mont Pele, and iix those cases lasted 
for some years.

Postal Savings Institution Is Not 
Paying Expenses. 
^ 


Uncle Sam^s Banking System Not Self- 
8upporting and Federal Appropria- 
tion May Be Ncccssary—Clalnicd 
American Systen Simplified. 


Washington.—The 
postal 
savings 
system of the government la not pay- 
ing expenses. 
After something more 
than iv year of operation, this govern- 
ment venture gives indication of need- 
ing a Federal appropriation to make 
it come out even. 
Its hope of inde- 
pendence lies In the future. Theodore 
h. Weed, director of the postal savings 
system, thinks tho system w^lll be self- 
supporting when tho deposits aggre- 
gate $100,000,000. 
The deposits now 
aggregate close to $28,000,000. 


One 
of 
tho 
Important 
questions 
about the inauguration of any now 
government 
service, 
especially one 
which is more or less paternalistic In 
nature, is whether it Is likely to bo- 
come a burden upon the federal treas- 
ttry. 


The attempt of the responsiblo ofll- 
clals, like Mr. Weed, has undoubtedly 
been to establish a postal savings sys. 
tem which may be conducted with rea- 
sonable economy. 
It la claimed, for 
instance, that the American system 
has been greatly simplified 
by 
the 
elimination of pass books. 


However economically the system 
may be conducted. It is not difficult to 
perceive the certainty of a deficit, at 
least for the Immediate future. 
The 
entire Income of the postofilce depart- 
ment from the postal savings system 
Is derived from the 
per cent Inter- 


and from Europe AS his means per 
mittod. 
His common sense saw how 
hoîpful this current

to

Of all the funds deposited 
with the postofilce department, 95 per 
cent, is turned over to the banks; 5 
per cent, is kept as a working balance. 
The government pays individual de- 
positors 2 per cent. Interest. 
The net 
Income of the department Is thus a 
little less than one-half of 1 per cent, 
of the total deposits. 
Upon the pres- 
ent aggregate deposits of $28,000,000. 
therefore, the government's 
net 
In- 
come Is less than $140.000. 


This net Income Is doubtless more 
than consumed by the clerical force 
employed In this city. 
Tho average 
salaries of government clerks is in ex- 
cess of $1.000 a year, and It is safe 
to say that the salaries paid to Wash- 
ington employees In tho postal sav- 
ings system are upwards of $160,000 
In the aggregate, which. In itself, crev 
ates an aparent deficit of a little more 
than $20.000 a year. 
Probably other 
charges ought In fairness to be made 
against the postal 
savings 
system. 
Great expense Is Involved In producing 
the necessary stamps and certificates. 


That the postal savings system hAB 
met a public need there can be no 
question. 
The deposits continue to 
grow at the rate of 6 to 8 per cent, a 
month, at which rate It will not be 
many years before the aggregate on 
deposit will exceed 
$100,000,000—the 
figure at which the system Is supposed 
to become self-supporting. 
The his- 
tory of such government enterprises, 
however. Is that the expense Increase« 
unexpectedly, and it is open to quea- 
tlon whether, upon the 
present in- 
come, the postal savings system can 
ever become self-supporting.

Coal Supply to Last 
Thousands of Years. 


The known coal fields of the United 
States embrace a total area, according 
to the United States geological survey, 
about 32,000 square miles, to which 
may be added something moro than 
160,000 square miles of which little Is 
known, but which may contain work- 
able coal, and 
about 
32,000 
square 
miles where the coal lies under heavy 
cover, and is not considered available 
under present conditions. 


The supply of coal before mining 
began is estimated to 
havo 
been 
3,076.204.000.000 short tons, of which 
1,922,979.000,000 tons were bplloved to 
bo easily accessible and 1.153,225.000.- 
000 short tons to be either so deep or 
the beds so thin that they are ac- 
cessible only with dlfliculty. 
Classi- 
fied according to the character of the 
coal, the original supply consisted of 
21.000,000.000 short 
tons of 
anthra- 
cite, 1,661.457.000.000 tons 'of 
bitu- 
minous coal, 650.157.000,000 tons 
of 
subbltuminous coal and 743.590.000.000 
tons of lignite, the supply of 
bitu- 
minous coal being 
somewhat 
more 
than that of all other grades 
com- 
bined. 


The total production of coal to the 
close of 1911 has amounted to 2,270.- 
798.737 short tons of anthracite and 6.- 
468,773,690 tons of bituminous coal, or 
an aggregate of 
68,739.572,427 
tons. 
This total production to tho close of 
1911 represents. Including the waste 
of coal mining, an exhaustion of tho 
beds equal to 14.181.980,000 short tons, 
or something less than 0.5 per cení of 
the original supply. 
In other words, 
the quantity of coal still remaining to 
bo mined amounts to 3.062,022.020.000 
short tons, or a little more than 99.5 
per cent, of the original supply. 
The 
annual rate of exhaustion at the pres- 
ent time as represented by the produc- 
tion in 1910 and 1911 Is .025 per cent, 
of the supply. 
The quantity of coal 
still in the ground at the close of 1910 
was 6.000 times the production of that 
year, or, estimating a half ton of coal 
lost for every ton recovered, tho sup 
ply is equivalent to 4,000 times tho 
present annual rate of exhaustion.
